For it may be truly ſaid, that therein 
you drew your firſt breath, that it hath been a foſterer of you, and 
your Fathers Father; nay more, that you had Education there, 
and that therefore cum animo rexertendi, you owe all your pains 
and Labour to illuſtrate beautifie and adorn the un but though 
it be my way ſometimes to put Caſes, yet ſhouldI be injurious to 
have made this Quzry without a reſolve; for I ſhall Anſwer for 
you. that though you had your beginning in thisCountrey, yet 
ike a Plant removed, you have elſewhere grown up to more com- 
pleat Man, and to that perfection which ſpeaks it ſelf in this 
work. Had you ſtill kept home, its more then probable you had not

Hcre at this Town 15 great ſtore of white Salt made: Ir hath 
one Salt Spring (which they call a Brine- pit) ſtanding hard upon 
the River of weeverz from whence they carry the Brine to the 
Wich-Houſes, ſaving ſuch Houſes as ſtand on the further fide of 
the River. Within the {aid Houſes are great Barrels ſet deep in- 
to the Earth; which are all filled with 2 z and then when 
the Bell ringeth, they begin to make fire uuder the Leads, every 
houſe hath 11x Leads, wherein they ſeeth the ſaid Salt · water; and 
as it ſeeths, the Wallers (which are commonly women) do with a 
wooden Rake, gather the Salt from er bottome, which, they pus 
into a long Basket of Wicker, which they call a Salr-Barrow ; and 
ſo the water voideth, and the Salt remaineth.

ly of che moſt antient Aldermen ofthe {aid City, ho have the re- 
ceipt of the Cuſtoms and Tolls ſor the moſt part of the ſaid City, 
eſpecially in Shipping, and Sea- matters; out of which is defraid 
the charꝑe of the Repatation of the Wall and that Toll hath bin 
alotted to this very putpoſe.

I find this Record in Anno 14. Edw, 2: The cuſtome of XMurage 
was” granted to che City, for two — to the reparation and 
a t ofthe walls of the ſaid City, and for the-paving of the 
ſtreets : In which Grant, there is ſet doyn ſome particulars,which 
are robe paid thus, vir.

inlarged into a fine ſquare Ch for ſo it hath been called 
by the name of or Ladies ¶ happel, adorned with a fair Window 
to the Eaſt a very curious —— — fle, which hath 
been the ſtory of rhe blefled Virgin her diſcent from the Loines of 
Jeſſe, in the line of David; though now, through” injury of Time 
and VVearher, the ſame is much blemiſhed. 

The Chappell it ſelf long ſince converted to be the place of the 
Conſiftory Court of the ſaid Lord Biſhop of this Dioceſſe; which 
that it was ſo in the dayes even of Queen Mary, the proof is yer 
in the memories of ſome, becauſe in that place Doctor Geo.

Rea lm, who have come to this City, that have ſurveyed the anci- 


ent Monuments here, ha ve confeſſed, that they neither had read of 
the firſt Original, of this manner of Building; neither had ſeen any 
ieces that had ſhewed more probability of ancient continuance, 
t is alſo ſuppoſed, and indeed moſt likely, that many of thoſe fa- 
mous and renowned Earls of Chefter , have been buried in this 
place,though there appear no proof thereof by Monuments; where- 
of, it may be, there were but few erected, or elſe not well preſer- 
ved : onely, there are ſome Grave-ſtones in the floor thereof, and 
one of them of a very ancient manner of making; with an Inſcri- 
ption about the Border of it, That

The chief entrance into which Alley, is out of the N ate 
ſtreer,where the Corn-market is = 7 : the fair Gates whereot en- 
ter into a great ſquare Court, the ſeveral Buildings of the 
Houſe, on all the four ſides, makes it a place that gives the eye a 
good contentment; and may ſhew the devotion of thoſe former 
Ages, that provided all the ſtatelieſt and fightlicſt Habitations, ſor 
thoſe Monks and Fryers, that then had ure and the profit 


of the beſt entertainment that could be made for them:which they 


loſing, through their idle and unworthy demerits, ha ve left to be 
ſince employed to better uſes. 

The South end of the model of the Minſter, as we ſaid, is that 
part of ir, which either had been the Fabrick ir ſelf , or elſe the 
place of the Church,which was firſt dedicated tothe memory of the 
Apoſtles, as Peter and Pa; and afterwards altered to the bleſſed 
Trinity, and St.Oſwald,King and Martyr ; and after that, again, to 
St,Ofwald;and St.yverburge ; and aſter all that, the reſt of the Min- 
ſterjoyned to the North-end of that, this Church ſtill retaining her 
Dedication-to St. Oſwald ; and, as I conceive; the rarher, becauſe 
here was the Church, by which'the whole Pariſh had the name of 
St. alas Pariſh ; and that the Abbot, and che Covent, after their

The Church of St. QAtaries uſually called ſuper montem, for it 
ſtandeth upon the brow of a bank chat riſeth from the Welt {ide 
of the Britige ſtreet; and not far from that Gate, the Weſt end 
of the Church affronting the Caſtle wall, the Caſtle ditch onely 
talling between them. It carryeth the ſame ſhew of Antiquity 
with the reſt of the Churches, and being in all likclihood erected 
in 
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in that place for ſpeciall ule of the Earls, when they held tneir 
re ſidenc ie in the Eadlle, and for that Pariſh which extends it ſelt 
divers wayes into the Country out of the City. 

And the Church it ſelf, though not the Caſtle, alwayes accoun- 
ted within the Liberty of the City. | 

Upon the South fide of the Chancel of this Church ſtandeth a 
fair Chappel, which is reported to be there erected by the An- 
ceſtors of a great and worſhipful race of the Troutbecks of great 
reputation in this County of Cheſter, and of whoſe Lands many of 
the Gentlemen of the Shire have now no ſmall portion, though 
the chiefeſt of the ſame are now in the poſſeſſion of the right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Shrenſbary, 

In which Chappel the bodies of ſome of them, and by all 
likelihood the Founders of the Chappel lye in a fair Vault in the 
middeſt of the Chappell, and for two of them two very fair Tombs 
of Alabaſter, the one over the ſaid Vault, rhe other by the wall on 
the South fide, at the upper end of the chappell, with the Statues 
of them both, and their Wives, upon the ſaid ſeverall Tombs ar- 
tificially pourtrayed, whercof one of them is for Sr. Henry Trout- 
beck himſelf in his compleat armour, and his Lady lying on his 
left hand, his head upon the bulk of a Moors head; and body near- 
ly — with a Wreath of Trouts round about it; and the 
other is tor Sir Adam Troutbeck and his Lady, which ſheweth that 
ſne was a Counteſſe, her Statue lying upon his right hand, and 
her Coller of SS. finely adorning her neck, his head ſuppor- 
ted like the others, and —— of their Arms, were 
fairly engraven about both of their ſaid Tombs, which might 
ſhew all their marriages and deſcents, but that the fame by length 
of time are grown ſo dimme, as they cannot be well diſcerned, 
Near unto the ſame Tomb that ſtands over the Vault, lyeth the 
body of a late Gentlewoman of that progcnie, with this remem- 
brance in a braſſe plate upon her ſtone : 


Here lyeth Eglanbie, Daughter to William Troutbeck, and 
late wife to Rich. Leigh of Cheſter, who dyed the 11th. of 
March, Anno Dom, 1596. 


At the upper end of this Chappell lyeth the body of a late fa- 
mous Citizen Robert Brerewood 1 derman, and thrice Maior of this 
City, of whom I find no other Monument there, ſave onely his 
coat, Creſt and ſtreamer advanced over him; the words whereof 
are, Labore, prudentia, equitate, which were well fitted ro him, in 
whom thoſe vertues were all eminent. And I ſuppoſe that I can 
here lay a foundation for as laſting a Monument of | him as can be 
made of mettall or ſtone to make it more known, that he was 
the nappy Father of a well known ſon, that learned Edward Brere- 
wood of Oxford, whoſe ſurpaſſing progreſſe in the ſtudies of all 
manner of lcarning, the Univerſity doth yet, and for ever will

Mathematical Reader, will to the Worlds eud bewail the walt 
of: whom, by an untimely death, it pleaſed God io deprive the 
world of, before he had finiſhed, or at leaſt before he had taken 
order for, preſervation of ſuch learned Labours ot his, as, if they 
were — abroad, ſhould make the world beholding to che- 
ſter, the Nurſe of ſuch a Father which begot ſuch a Son. 

In another Chappell on the North ſide of the Chancell, there is 
the remembrance of another of like Fame and Worth, and a late 
Alderman, of great and good account, of this City.and of the ſame 
time, for whom were to be wiſhed ſome monument anſwerable to 
his worth, there being no more then his Arms, Creſt, and this 
Inſcription :

But what needs a Monument, when as this Inſcription above 
recited, was but an addition to as fair and beautiful a Tomb (creet- 
ed in that very place for his eldeſt Son The, Gamwsl, Eiquire, late 
Recorder of this City, and a learned Lawyer, deceaſcd before his 
ſaid Father) as can be deſired > or if that fon had not yet been 
intombed, which were to be wiſhed, when as his vertues and re- 

utations live ſtill in a ſecond ſon of his yet living, who both in 

is own time, and ſince, hath born the chief Magiſtrac ie in this 
City with ſuch general applauſe, as is not expedient for me to 
publiſh, And I, well know ing his modeſt diſpoſition, dare not 
give li to my pen to do him all his rights; but chus I return 
to his Tomb again. 

Very curiouſly all of Alabaſter is this Tomb wrouęht, with the 
Statues of him and his loving Wife upon his right hand, his now 
one ly ſon kneeling at his feer upon his knee, his Praycr- bock ly- 
ing open upon his other knee ; his three other children in their 
order pourtrayed in that arched fide of the Tomb, holding Skele- 
tons in their hands, being all deceaſed in their Infancy, and the 
Tomb compaſſed with a ſtrong piked grate of Iron, and at the 
lower end of the Tomb, this Inſcribed;

Almoſt in the middle of the Watergate ſtreet, on the 
ſide of it, ſtandeth the Church dedicated to the blefled Trinity;

who alſo had been Maior: the other, Edward Kitchin Merchant, 


and ſome good remembrances of the Sares, men it ſhould ſeem of 
good account, and bene factors of the Church, as appears in the 
glazing thereof. 


It remaineth, that we ſpeak ſomewhat of the River Dee, to which 
water no man cap now expreſs how much this ancient City hath 
been bcholden znay, (I ſuppoſe ) it I ſhould call ir the Mother, the 
Nurſe, the maintainer, the advancer , and preſerver thereof, 1 
ſhould not greatly erte: For the ſame River, after that it ap- 
proacheth the County of Cheſter,and receives ſome waters on either 
fide, which makes it take the more ſtate upon it, and to rouz up 
it ſelf to prepare for her meeting with the Sea; in which reſpect, 
our VVriters ſay of it, that it rather ruſheth, then runneth out of 
wales into Cheſter ; and then addreſſeth ir ſelf to the ſaid meet ing: 
Even there, where the Sea hath determined that Creck, whic 
ſhoots in between Fliniſbire, and the V Veſt fide of werral Hundred, 
was founded this beautiful Ciry,and made the Receptacle of mer- 
chandize from all Kingdoms and Nations, who traded into the 
Brittain,or Iriſh Occan,and became the very Key or In- let, where- 
by not onely-the- Romans, in their time, made their e to and 
from Ireland, and the orhee V Veſtern and Northern sz but all 
other Kings and Princes, ever ſince, upon all needful occaſions. 
And becauſe that I find, that from the name of this River Dee, the 
water of this {aid Creck, ſrom the firſt narrowing thereof, between 
the Dominions, of England and wales,hath car ryed the fame name 
and appellation of the water of Dee; and, that thence it is that the 
changing and ſhifting of the water, gave ſome occaſion to the Brit- 
tains, in that Infancy of Chriſtian Religion, to attribute ſome di- 
ine honour and eſtimation to the ſaid water: though I cannot be- 
lieve that to be any cauſe of the name of it; but rather ſubſcribe 
to M. Camden, no doubt, true coojecture, that it hath the Name Dee 
ſrom the Bvittiſh word Duoy, which ſigni fieth two; this water ari- 
ſing from two Fountains in ules: namely, in Aterioneth ſbire, in, or 
neer the Countrey, called, entblin: But they have obſerved, that 
according to divers enteteourſes of the Waters running, either to 
the E "oli, or to the ih ſide, their Victories ha x0 concur, 
which might otherwiſe accidencally come to paſs. Therefore, as 
theNatures of men are eaſily drawn to ſuperſtit ion, they were per- 
ſwaded. ſome Divinity was in the water: which errour; the ſame 
worthy Author alleageth to have prevailed with divers other Peo- 
ple, of other Nat ions touching other waters; as of the be ſfſalani- 
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ans tor Penew ; the Scytheans, tor Danutrm ; and the Germans, for 
Khene: but Time, and long Obſervations, hath now taught us the 
occaſion of this alecration of rhe Channel, 

The mouth or opening of this River into the Sea, lies very 
bleak upon the North-Eaſtern, Weſtern, and South-Weſtern 
VVinds zand the ground or bottome of the Creek is alrogether of a 
loole,light, white, kitte ring Sand,which upon any powerful drift 
of Wind or Water, will give place like drifts of Snow; and when 
a ſtroung wind, at ſome low water, hath opened a gap never fo lit- 
tle in one of the huge Banks,or Bars of Sands, which have long ga- 
thered and increaſed ro be, as one would think, very firm and 
ſtrong : The next Tide-water violently ruſhing into that gap, and 
the wind continuing for many Tides together, to add more and 
more ſtrength to that violence, the Channel that was rhe main 

ſſage betore,wil now wreke up, as forſaken by the great ſtream; 
and the other new made, will more and more prevail, untill the 
like vicifhtnde happen the othcr way. 

From whence it is, that rheſe mighty heaps of ſand, by conti- 
nuance of time, brought by fierce and firongwinds up into the nar- 
rownefſle of the Creck, for which there is no return back again, 
neither wind nor water being able rorecule them; that the Ha- 
ven which in times paſt received Ships of great burthen up to the 
City skirts (as hath been touched) ſcarce now hath Sea-room for 
{mall Barques, which onely at higher waters do bring in their un · 
ladings of great Veſſels from the Keyes and Stations which can 
receive them, 5.0r 6. or 10,miles off, And hence ir is, chat even 
within this tew years there hath boen ſuch loſſes and gainings be- 
tween the ſhores of Cheſb;re and Flimſbire near unto this City, 
that if I ſhould eſtimate the (ame according to my own Judgment, 
I ſhould ſcarcely be believed, of ſuch as do not behold that wich 
their eyes. 

from hence let me behold, even wich ſome Records, or 
tales or ſurmizes or nies whatſoever, which have mi(- 
led the Writers of former ages to think, That the erection of the 
Mills at Dee Bridge ſhould be any let or hindrance to the Haven, 
that was once the new To- er; or chat the Cauſey, which holds 
up the freſh water for the uſe of the wheeles of thoſe Mills, ſnould 
hinder any force or ſtrength of that ſtream or cbbing of the Sea- 
water, to tecule back again thoſe Mountains of Sand; which in- 
deed it would rather help then hinder : let me, I fay, clear this 
and proficable of che Mills, from that impura- 
tion of hindering che Haven, which none that cither know, or will 
vouchſate totake a view of the place, on be drawn to affirm, ex- 
cept they be ſuch as be led by reports of ſuch, as was that old 
Deponent , mentioned by old Mr. Lammer, that being 


to give his reſtimony whar he might be the cauſe of the 
breach at Goodwin: Sands , (aid, He not, cxecpt it was the

| whoſoever will Impartially weigh and conſider the like 
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power and torce that the wind at certain times rageth withallʒ to

he firſt is the Lordſhip of Lach, whereof a great part hath in 
times paſt been the Lands of the famous and honourable Earls of 
Oxenford ;,of whoſe Revenues, in theſe parts, many at this day, of 
other names, be the owners; and the chief houſe, in this Townſhip, 
is now the Lands, and holding of George «Manley Gent, and no 
ſmall portion of the Townſhip, the Lands that belonged to the 
Nunnery in Cheſter , and now belonging to the Breretons of 
Handford,Eſquires, : 

More then a mile from this, towards the Eaſt; ſtandeth _ 
Church, and by it the Town fo called, whereof the chief Lordſhip 
and Capital houſe therein, is the Lands of the Heir of the Vena. 
bles, Paton of Kinaerton, at this preſent the Kings Majeſties Ward: 
the {ame Lordſhip being accounted a member of that Fee or 
Baron of Krnderton, and doing their ſuit and ſer vice to the Court 
there accordingly ; the Patron thereof is the ſaid Baron. 

- Down lower towards the South, in a fine Level, lies Abddleftor, 
a goodly Lordſhip, the Demeaſne and capital Houſe whereot, be- 
longs now to the Right Honourable the Earl of Bridgewater ;, and 
the Church there may juſtly vaunt ir ſelf to be the burying place 
of the late moſt wiſe and worthy Lord Elleſmere V icount Brackley, 
and Lord Chancellor of England, who having managed the great 
affairs of this Kingdome in that honourable place, with ſingular 
wiſdome,and high eſtimarion, longer rime tnen any of his Prede- 
ceſſors therein ever did: yet by his own appointment, his courſe 
being finiſhed, his body was brought down to reſt in the Church 
of Doddleſton. 

This ſaid Lordſhip — to Xinarton, and next to that lies 
Burtonzand turning towards the Sourh-caſt,from thence you come 
toPulford a greatLordſhip of the right worſhiptul Peterwarburton of 
Areley Eſquire, who is Patron of that Rectory. 

This ſtandeth upon the River Alen; which coming from the 
middeſt of Cheſbsre,leads you on full Eaſt unto Poolton, ſometimes

by his ſword, from Lieth in Scotland, in his younger dayes;his great 
providence and care to advance his eſtate and revenues; and his 
admirable gifts of Wiſdome, Temperance, Continency, Liberali- 
ty, Hoſpitality, and many vercues of his life, and godly depar- 
ture at his end; with the comforts which were offered unto us by

Not to omit the name of Mayas, becauſe all Writers have 
thought it obſcrvable,as coming from Mala platea, a name ir bor- 
rowed from a foul narrow combrous way that led into ir, called 
Ilftreet ; and even in the Brittiſp language was called Depenbach, a 
word of the ſame ſignification, which gave occaſion to Geraldys 
Cambrenſis, to record the pleaſant ſtory,how a Jew travelling this 
way towards Shrewsbury,in company ot the Archdeacon of Malpas, 
whoſe ſirname was Peache ; which word ſignifies ſinne, 
and of a Dean, named, Devil; which Archdeacon was telling 
the Dean, that his e at Ilſtrect, and reached as far 
as Malpa towards Cheſter. onder it is, quoth the Jew, and my 
torrune, indeed, good, if ever Iget fafe out of this place, where 
ſinne is che Archdeacon, and Devil rhe Dran, Ilſtreet the entrance, 
and Aalpas the paſſage out of the Archdeaconry. 

So returning now further Northernly, we come next to a Town- 
ſhip, called Hampton, well known by a fair houſe there ſcituate, 
being the ſcar of the Bromleys, and now Hugh Bromleys, Eſq; lear- 
ned in the Law, and alſo by a well known name of Hampton-Poft, 
ſo called of an old Tree, ſtanding in the Road of Cheſter way, from 
whitc hurch, and reckoncd for a mark for Paſſengers, travelling that 
way, and another way,which there croſſeth that, and leadeth from 
Ie the other part of Cheſbire.

which, we come next to Handle), where ſtands the Pariſh Church 
of Haudley; of which, more then that, ic appears to be of a very 
ancient Foundation, I can ſay little, the Patronage whereof be- 
longeth to the ſaid Dean and Chapter. But bending thence, more 
Eaſterly, we come to choſe, Mountains, called Broxton Hills; the 
name of that Lordſhip of Braxton, whercof the whole Hundred is 
denominate, and to which were given certain priviledges concer- 
ning Tolls and Carriages : the particulars whereof I have not yet 
attained to be informed of; but the chief Seats now within the 
ſame Lordſhip is, that one of David Maſsie Eſquire; and the o-

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and is a goodly Lordihip ot great Extent, one Angle thercot 
ſhooting with an Inlet as it were into the County of Sallope called 
Tittenlege, and on the Southweſt inlargeth ir 1elt with a, great 
Lordſhip called Zuerton, where the Pooles of #werral Hundred, a 
Race of great antiquity and worſhip have great poſſeſſions; and 
allo the qamulls of worthy repute, the heir being Francis 0 amull 
Eſquire, yet under age, hath a ſtately houſe and good poſſeſſions: 
And on the right hand of ir a Townſhip called Hantel, wherein 
is a fair houſe, and Demain of Haſſals, Gentlemen of good worth. 
Which Lordſhip takes up (together with another called 
Bridgemere,being the Lands late purchaſed by Sir Roger Wilbraham 
Knight, one of the Maſters of Requeſts to the Kings Majeſty, and 
now, by ——— ppertaining to that i raham that is the hope- 
full Heir of the houte of — the whole Confine of this Hun- 
dred, upon a good part of Stafjord-ſbire, till we come to ne- hill, 
the goodly Atanſion of the Egertens of that houſe 3 which houſe 
and demain, both do partake with either of the Shires ; from 
whence we mult turn our courſe fall South, to take view of Checley, 
a beautiful Timber houſe, and fine Seat of the Race of the Perſalls 
of great worſhip , and ſo bend almoſt back eden 
Lordihips, and ancient Seats, both of them Knights of renowned 
worth, Hatherton of the Smithej, and Dodington of the Prius, both 
of them at this day honoured with the owners ſingular merits, 

and high eſtimation. And the one Sir Thomas Delvs being a Kni 
lately advanced to the degree of a Baronet. The other, Sir hama 
S mithygor his great wiſdome, and accompliſhed ſyſhciency, wor- 
Tbily at this time graced with the Government both of chis Ho- 
nourable City, as Maior z and of the County, as his Majcſtics 
High Sheriff; in whoſc deſerved commendetions, I am not wor- 

thy to ſpeak, being not able ro do it as I ſhould. Se 

- weever holding his courſe toward Namptwich, hath on rhe other 
fide of it Baddington,a fair Demean, where alſo hath been an an- 
cient ſeat, being the Lands of Sir Robert Neubam of Shavinpron in 
the County of —— „ and Aoeffalon, where he 
hath had goodly Woods that hath been the chief Stote-· houſe, and 
Nurſery of that fewel they call wichwod ; which being of twenty 
years growth,orahereabours, is moſt fir for that ſervice, and hath 
uſually been fallen by yn falls, as chey call chem, and fold to 
the Town of Nemptweche,for the boyling of their Salt, and which is 
now worthy the recording the — — induſtry of provi- 
dence, which animated thereunto by t t ch nde 
ble encouragement of the ſaid Sir Robert Nedbam, hath in this age 
of ours, found out by the fide of che ſaid re ver at Baddingron, a 
Seth or pit of that Brine, wherevf they make great plenty of very 
good ite Salt: as alſo upon the Bank, on the other fide, ſitice the 
nnding of this, is alſo the like within che Lordſhip of Hatherton,

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try ʒ and whcereot tiere is great abundance not far off in the Con- 
fines between the two Counties of Cheſter and Staſſord, is found a 
cheaper and more compendious way, then that boyling in Pans of 
Lead, with fewel onely of Wood, uſed ih all the ice; which old 
way, notwithſtanding the Boylers in the w:ches, will maintain to 
be the beſt, and do moſt reſolutely and deſervedly hold their Salt 
to be unmatchable for colour and goodneſſe of any other. 

But becauſe weever approaching now unto Bertberton,an ancient 
ſear of the Griffins Eſquires, of long continuance, and a fair De- 
mcan thereunto, it recciveth into the boſome thereof, one ſtour 
water that they call Betley water, of the place from whence it be- 
gins, Let us à little ſtep Eaſterly again towards the head of the 
ſamce water, and take view of wibbunbury,aChurch-town,and a Pa- 
riſh Church to a great Precinct, and on every fide ſo garniſhed 
and adorned with the Seats and Habitations ot Baroners, Knights, 
and Gentlemen, as is ſcarce to be found the like in any Country 
Patiſh, ſo tar remote from great and populous Cities: The name is 

ſaid to come from a, a King: or, if | may ſo-guefſe,from Hubbs 
a great Nobleman of the QAſercians. 

Tac Vicarage hereof is in the gift of the Biſhop of — — and 
Couentry, Necer unto the ſame Church, is ſcituate a fine Lordſhi 
and Ion, with a decayed houſe, and demain of Sir Thomas Smit 
before named, called the Hough ; and next adjoyning uito it, the 
Lee, being an ancient Scat of Knights and Eſquires of that name, 
and now Sir Richard Lee, a Knight of worthy account, for wiſdom, 
and ſingular virtue; and to whom I ſtand particularly bounden 
for ſpeciall favours received, which I mult ever acknowledge, 

I mould think, that the water Lee that runneth by the skirt of 
this dema in, ſhould give namo to that River that is afrerwards fo 
called, and meets with the flood before they fall together into the 
weever about Pool, to which we ſhall come anon: But firſt let us 
look a little more to the Weſt, where ſtands the Lordſhip of Mai- 
kerfall ; and next to that Hunſterton, a great part of them both, the 
Lands of Sir Thomas Delves, we come to Bartomley, a Pariſh and a 
Church; in which Townſhip we ſee an ancient handſome houſe, 
and demain, the Lands of the Cas ons of Lawton g and from a Lake 
hercabout, hath the uu ern brook his firſt beginning, which run- 
ning by weſton,a Lordſhip with an ancient Seat and Demain be- 
longing to Sir Thomas Delus of Dodd;ngton afore- mentioned, run- 
nerh) = by Basford,a ſightly Habitation, ſometimes the Lands 
of the Bramlees, but now the Inheritance of Sir Robert Cholmende- 
ſleigh ; and ſo croſſing the Lee brook again, we may firſt on the one 
hand take notice of Shau:ngton,an ancient ſeat of the ies, a 
name, ſaith Mr. camb den, deſcended from the Engliſh Saxons ; the 

preſent Owner hereof, Job woodnoth Eſquire, a great Antiquary, 
and learned in the Laws; and on the other of Rope, a Townſhip,

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now tail. d, and the lame come to the Poſleſſions of Mr. Green of 
Congleton by the Siſtcr of Rope, now like to begin another name, 
but a ſtock of the ſame tree (till. 

And from — — notice of one Townſhip, called 
1 aſton, and a little Parith calledwillaſton which hath in it the ha- 
bi tation of the alihuls, Gentlemen of good worth, to whom, and to 
the Pearſals che Patronage of the Church there belongeth, & it had 
in it a diſcent of Gentlemen the Briadlays,now all worn out and for- 
gotten. We are here to enter upon the head town of that Hundred, 
and of all the County, which is called Namptwich vulgarly, but in 
moſt of our ancient Deeds, and other Writings, mim Malbam , 
Wich-MalZark ; and had the name from one Miam Maltenge or 
Malbanc, who had this place given him at the Normaz Conqueſt, 
and afterwards grew to be one of the Baronies of the Barons, made 
by the Earls of Cheſter , as we ſhall have occaſion hereafter to de- 
clare more at large. | 

We doubt the firit raiſing it to the greatneſſe it hath, was from 
the goodnefle of the Salt there made: whereupon, and upon the 
whiteneſſe of it, the Brittarns called the Town Hellath-wex , the 
white Pitz which made them frequent it exceedingly, after that 
King Heary the third had by ſtopping up theſe Pits, and reſtraining 
all relief, which was hence gotteu by the weljb-men for their need- 
full ſuſtenance: When all was quier, and peace flouriſhed again, 

the Market here began to be of great frequehcy; beſides thut, it 
grew to be a ſpecial through - fait, for entertainment of all Paſſen- 
gers in the great Road from London to cheſter; and eſpecially 
ſince the Government of frelana, fell to the Kings of England; To 
which I may add, that ſpecial gift which God hath beſtowed on 
the ſoyl in and ncer to that place, ſor the excellency of the Cheeſe 
there ma de; which,rotwithſtanding all che Diſputations, which 
many make to the contrary,and all the Tryals that our Ladies and 
Gentlewomen make in their Dairies, in other parts of the Country, 
and other Countries of the Kingdome ; yet can they never fully 
match the perfect reliſh of the right Namptwich Cheeſe : nor can, 
I chink,that Cheeſe be equalled by any other made in Europe, for 
pleaſantneſſe of tiſte, and wholeſomcneſle of digeſtion, even in the 
dainticſt ſtomacks of them that love it. 

Whaeſocvcr hath becn the cauſes, or howſoever the Inhabitants 
there have had their invancement, ſure I am there can hardly be 
found a Town mecr]ly uplandiſh, as we term it, neither traded 
unto by waters, nor enriched by any ſpecial! Trades or Manufa- 
ctures that hath ſuch a knot of wealthy and landed men in fo 
{mall a compaſſe, there being within the ſame 30. or more that 
are uſually aſſeſſed in the Majeſties Subſidies, to pay for 
Lands, and the greateſt them Gentlemen that pay with 
none of the meaneſt 

The Buildings within the ſame Tow are very fair and neat, 
and every ſtreet adorned with ſome ſpeciall manſions of Gentlemen 


of good worth, the middle and the principal parts of the — 
pence 
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being all new builuings, by reaton of a lamen tie fire which hap- 
pened there in Ao 1553, that conſumed in one night all ric 
dwellings from the River fide, to the other fide of the Church, 
which Church it {elf by the great mercy of God eſcaped, and 
was left ſtanding naked without neighbours, ſaving onely the 
School-houſe, in a tew hours; yet ſuch were the eſtates of many 
the Inhabitants, and ſograciouſly did Qucen Elizabeth of bleſſed 
memory favour them, with her own carneſt furthering of a Col- 
lect ion — — whole Kingdom, and the buſinefle ſo well 
managed by the care and induſtry of Sir Hugh Cholmly, Mr. John 
Maſterſon, and other the chief _—_ in the ſame, that tlie whole 


ſcire and frame of the Town fo ſuddenly ruined, was with great 


ſpced re-edified in that beautifull manner that r.ow it is. 


The Church is very large, and of ſo beauritull a ſtructure com- 


poſed in form of a croſſe, like the great Minſtcrs or Cathedrals, 
and the Steeple crected in the middle juncture of the Croſſe, with 
ta ir Iles on each fide ; the Monuments therein tew : thoſe that axe 
here follow. * | 

That it belonged to the Abbey of Cumbermere is plain from 
hence, that indeed the ſame being claimed by the Parithioners of 
Addon, a great Pariſh Church within a mile of ir, as it were but 
a Chappelry of that Church; The Rectory of them both being 
appropriate to the ſaid Abbdt and his Covenr, the one hath a Vi- 
caridge, the other a poor maintenance left by them out of that 
great commodity they reaped there, the ſame Impropriations be- 
ing now in better imployments; though thoſe maintenances yet 
remain towards the upholding of Gods ſervice, which I wiſh had 
means according to the great worth and dignity of the places. 

The noble Barony of wich Aalbarnc given by the firſt Earl Hugh 
Lupms, at the time of the Norman Conqueſt, to his kinſman iliam 
of Alalbenge, hath ſince come by ſevcral branches of heires to a 
number of the great Families in the Country, and ſome others in 
remote parts, yet by continuance of time have almoſt all knit 
together again, ſo that of more then twenty parts where into it 
hath been diſperſed, it is at this day come all again within two 
or three portions, as I have hard, to be ſertled in the inheritance of 
Sir Robert (holmley Baronet, who hath here the greateſt ſway and 
juriſdiction. | 

The manner of making this Salt here, and in the other wiches, 
their authentique rules and cuſtomes which they have made a 
— law unto themſelves tor equall diviſion of the Brine to the 
ſeverall owners of the wich houſes therewith, Rooms for ſtowage 
ot their wood, even to an inch; The limitations of the times to 
draw the brine out of the Scith and conveying it by Troughs in- 
to the ſeveral Wich- houſes, all com d under the term 
malling, together with the venting the ſame into forra ign parts, 
which is chiefly done in exchange of rhe beſt mault that the Shires 
toward the Champion do ſend, in Barter for it; with many pretty 
obſervations from their continuall care and circumſpection, — 

their 
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tneir pit thould lack any old Rites or durics, or that ſalt vein 

which may ſecm to accompany that water of „rede for many 
. miles together ſhould receive mixture or. prejudice by treſh 
Springs or other Impcachments : All theſe things I leave to be 
read other where, knowing well their jealous love to be ſuch to- 
wares this their beloved commodity, as I ſhould ſoon incur ſome 
NG for being too buſie to look narrowly upon ſuch a 

cauty. | 

Dos ha ppineſſe I will not forget to report, which it pleaſed our 
gracious King his moſt excellent Majeſtic to adde unto them in 
Anno 1617. the 25. of Auguſt, who vouchſafed to make that 
Town the lodging place tor his Royal Perſon, and after he had 
for ſome hours accommodated himſelf in the houſe, then his 
Royall Ccurr, of Thomas Wilbraham Eſquire, it pleaſed him to walk 
ſo tar as to the Brineſeeth, and with his eye to behold the man- 
ner of the Well, and to obſerve the labours of the Briners (fo they 
call the Drawers of the Brinc) whoſe work it is to fetch it up in 

ether buckets faſtned to Ropes, and emptied into the Troughes, 
which Troughes convey it into the Wich houſes, at which work 
thoſe Briners ſpend the coldeſt dey in Froſt and Snow, without any 
cloathing more then a ſhirt with great chearfulneſle : And after 
his Majcitics gracious enquiry among the poor Drawers of many 
things touching the nature of the (me brine, and how they pro- 
ceeded to convert it into Salt, moſt Princely rewarding them 
with his own hand, his Majeſtie returned to the Court. 

The next day his Majeſtie was likewiſe pleaſed ro appoint a 
Sermon to be preached before him in the Church, and of his 
Princely graciouſneſle to ſtay whiles an Oration was pronounced 
by one of the Scholars of the School, which Sermon was then 
performed by a Divine of our own Countrey both by bigth and 
dwelling, Mr. Thomas Dod, Archdeacon of Richmond, and to which 
his Majeſtie gave ſo great attention, and with the ſame was fo 
affected, as it pleaſed his Highneſſe to grace the Preacher with 
his Princely and free election of him into the number of one of * 
his Chaplains in Ordinary, which for the honour of our Country, 
and for an addition to the worth of this our eloquent and ſweet 
Preacher, I thought fit here to record. 

There hath been a little Chappel ſcituate near this Brineſeeth, 
dedicated, as ſome ſay, to St. Anne; what endowment it had, or 
what was the decay thereof, except I would report fabulous tales, 
I can make no relation. 

A ſtrong Timber-bridge over the ſtream of weever is main- 
tained by the Town, which asketh no little care and coſt, by rea- 
ſon of the boſterous carriages of the wood in Carts, which is thi- 
ther brought for the boyling of their Salt. 

I might ſpeak of ſome charitable gifts that have been by well 
diſpoſed perſons given or bequeathed to charitable uſes, whercof 
to make mention, I fear me would be rather to queſtion their 
negle&, then to commend the Inhabitants that pretorm not, for 


ought 
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| ought know, the care that ſhould be taken in that behalt, oncly | 


the School which was founded there by Mr. Jahn Threſb, and Mr. 
Thomas Thruſh of Londen, Wooll-packers, is well and ſuſficiently 
upheld and maintained to the furtherance of teaching the chil- 
dren of the poor and others; And an ancient and grave School- 
maſter of very ncat fifty years continuance, Mr. Randall Kent, yet 
Teacher there with a lcarned aſſiſtant, a Maſter of Arts of Queens 
Colledge in Ox», whoſe name is Mr. Shenton of laudable pains 
and induſity. | 

To which I muſt not omit to adde the late charicable erection 
of an Alm-houle tor {ix poor aged men, which Sir Roger wilbra- 
bam Knight, Maſter of the Requeſts to his Majeſtic, ( ſcil. K. James) 
at the Towns-end, there new builded for the {aid fix perſons to be 


choſen out of Namptwich and of Addon Pariſh, allowing them each 


one, an handſome ahh a little garden, and five marks per a- 
zum towards their reliet in the latter end of their old age, 

Thar worthy Knight gave other the like charitable gifts in his 
life-rime in othet places, which I will not here tecite; this F 
chink very pertinent to this place, becauſe here at this end of 
Namptmich he had his birth and breeding, being a er brother 
of that Houſe formerly mentioned, where his was lod- 
ged, and branched frem the houſe of #:1brahams of woedbey, long 
aged, and by one of his co-heirs like again no to return à great 
tribute in Augmentation to the ſame houſe from .whence he 
came, 8 na 

It may not ſeem amiſſe though I reckon it not as a note of An- 
riquity, yet (out of my love) to note one luſtre to that Town, 
that into the five entrances into the ſame which way ſoever you 
come, your eye is entertained with a fair Gentlemanly houſe ar 
the end or entry of the firſt fircer every way; as namely this 
which is called rhe Felſb Rowe, with that of Mr. w+lbrahams, that 
of Beam ſtreet, where = yer weekly great market of Cat- 
tel, with a fine houſe of the ain 
che Right Worſhiptul and worthy ingenious Knight Sir Dwdley 
Norton, Secretary to his Majeſties Councel in 7 3 That of 
the Hoſpital ſtrect, with a fair Timber-houſe of Mr. Randal Church 
a Gentleman of ſingular integrity. That of the Pillory freer, 
with a very ancient of orſhipful race of the Maſter- 
ſons ; und Barkers ſtreet, or Mills ſtreet, with a fine brick houſe 
— awd To ſay nothing of a great number of very fair 
houſev and near buildings dif] here and rhere out the 
middle parts of the Town, Here are alſo fair abd profitable Mills 
for the ſervice and uſe of the Town, / which ate the inhetitandt of 
Sir Richard E Knight befote ment ond. 

And ſo taking only notice of a ſine Common called the Croa ch 
belonging to this Ton, and it ſelf froth the end of the 
Beam ſtreet by ever ſide to the length of a mile' and a half, ot 
rather more, and in breadth of about a quurter of a mile, which 
is an excellent Paſture, and upon which the Inhrabirants —

«rings, and now belonging to 
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tneit Cartel ſummered there, | Paying a {mall rent for it; to the 
number of four or five hundred every year, to their great com- 
modity, and no ſmall relief unto the poor, Onely take view of 
Alveſion where the Preſtlands were ſometimes owners of great 
Lands: ſo take leave of Namptwich. And firſt look upon that part 
of the Hundred, which within, the compaſle of the winding 
ſtream of weever we left unviewed. 

Having firſt viewed on the South Weſt of Namptwich, a Lord- 
ſhip called Eadlaſton, which was anciently belonging to the Ful- 
burſts of Crew, a great name now almoſt extinguiſhed; and an- 
other called Sound, a Town well repleniſhed with good Farmes ; 
we ſee Baddily with a little Church, and an ancient Seat that be- 
longs to Sir Randal cManmarring Knight, and hath been anciently 
theicar of the Preters, who were in this Countrey a Race of great 
poſſeſſions, but are alſo long ſince utterly worn out and ſwallowed 
up of other names. | | 

This is a goodly Demain,and hath been anciently a great Nur- 

{ery for Wood and Timber, as it is now for Corn and Graſſe, 
which exchange cannot be much faulted, it is an entire Pariſh of 
it ſelf, though ſome contend that it hath been but a member of 
Addon Pariſh ; but in our memory the Rectory there by it ſelf 
hath been fully proved and confirmed. Part of this Lordſhip 
hath deſcended to the Anceſtors of the Braertons of Hauadford of 
— N in which is a rich Farm called lacthurſt; which hath 
n the birth place of one Race of the Davenports. 

And now all the Towns and ſpatious extents between us and 
the ſtream of weever of this Weſt fide of it, till you come to Au- 
(bel, are all contained within the Pariſh of that Mother Church 
of Addon, * to the number of 14. Townſhips. From the ve-

tall houſe purchaſed from Aſtor of Aſton, and now poſſeſſed 
Edward Gentleman, beneath which Townſbip of Hurlfton 


lyes Henbull, where once ſtood a fair Seat of the Claytors Gent. 
now almoſt worn ont © and the wortefton, wherein are Seats of 
Gentlemen of the zilbr zhamy, Graftons, and Chetwood's, from which 
laſt mentioned houſe, the Father of an honourable and worthy 
Knight, Sir Richard Chetwood of warkworth in the County of Oxon. 
within ſome mens memories yet living, did diſcend. 

The next to theſe are three Townſhips of rhe names of the 
Pooles, and in them three fair Demains, and ſeemly houſes, the 
inhetitanices bf the Ehoels, and the Eeiceſters, where alſo was an 
ancient Hotiſe of Boydels,'2 race of Gentlemen of worſhip in this 
County, now worn out; and adjoyning to thefe is Aſtor juxta 
Mondram\ which name argues, ſome ſaid, that the Purlens of the 
Forreſt of Delamere, have extended thus far; and there is a Seat 
of the „and another of the wrevers, Gentlemen, and ano- 
ther of the Braymes, with # very large and ancient Demeſne and 
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Mill of the inheritance of Xobert Chulmlcy Baronet, otten men- 
tioned. . 

From hence we come to Cholmeſton, a great Precinct, which 
hath anciently been the Lands of the Leigli of Ruſball in St aſord- 
ſbere, but now belong to the Right Honourable Earl of Bridgwater, 
who hath in the ſame a goodly Demain, with an ancient Scat cal- 
led the Hall of C an, but now much ruinated. 

At the Conſines of this Pariſh we ſee next Alinſhall a little Pa- 
riſh impropriated with a Church in the Town, and near unto ir 
the Hall of Atixſball a very ancient Seat which hath continued 
the Succeſſions of a Worſhipfull Race in its own name, and never 
could boaſt of a more ſufficient, for many Gentlemanly parts,

time, are ſo carryed by ſome natural cauſe, not ſo fully a ing 
to mens underſtanding. And if once, or twice, in many uch 
an accident fall out, at, or beſore the death ot an Heir, as caſily it 
may come to paſſe, this hath more force to give Wings unto ſuch 
a flying Report, than ten Experiences to the contrary ſhall ever 
call inagain. To as nothing, that Chriſtian Fa ith and Religion 
teacheth, the Heirs of chat, and of every other noble — as 

they want not Predictions every day and hour that they live, to 
tell them that they ſhall die; fo muſt never look for ſuch a 
priviledge, as to have a meſſenger to tell them the certain time 
when it ſfhall be. 

But I ſtay too long upon this : I could wiſh,thar thoſe Trees may 
lie long unſeen ; fo that we ſtill fee the worthy Owner of that 
magnificent place Sir illiam Brereton Knight, ro continue ſtill a

To paſſe over thoſe ſpacious Heaths and Commons, that 
lie every way dif] in this part of the Hundred, which as they 
have in long continuances been cropt and ſnipt round about their 
Borders on every ſide: ſo, the — — 9; and po- 
pulouſneſſe of es „ if it encreaſe as it hath done, 
would bring them in time to a narrower compaſſe. We come next 
to che Pari 227 — Church, with a — Spire Stee- 
ple, and the Weſt Porch of it as high as the Porch it ſelf.

Aud cheſe Gentlemen it ſeems had their names from the nent 
neighbouring Pariſh! called Swctenham, which ſtands upon dhe

And there we thin good to ſtep over Daze inthe Dethain of Pa- 
venport, and take notice of thoſe places which lye betwixt"'this 
River and the Cyveo, till we come tothe meeting of thoſe two 
Waters.

He Scituation of Macclesfield Hundred bordering the 
County upon the Eaft, and North-Eaft, calls ns now to 
enter into it; and that we may quickly de, being neat 
unto one corner of it. The whole ſhape of which Hun- 
dred, ſaving that the lines of it on each ſide ſhoot in many bights 
and bendings, which makes ir like an irregular ; Iwould 
elſe ſay, came neareſt unto a juſt ſquare, adding, to e that 
looks Northweſt, that one point, which in the old reſemblance of 
the whole County by Writers, to an Eagles right wing, is the 
point of the wing's firſt feather reaching forth beyond all the reſt 
of her Fearhers, trom the — where —— and _ Gor Wa- 
ters meet together beyond Stockport, and ſhooting in between a

there was ſometime a religious houſe of great receipt, and was the 
foundation of Elfeda,thart noble Mercian Lady, who here, and elſe- 
where, did ſuch wondrous works. 

And ſo we ſtep to Norton, which lies at the North skirt of Hal- 
ton hill, which is now a goodly and a fruirful demean: And no mar- 
vel, for here william, che don of Neil above- mentioned, founded the 
Abbey of Norton, and richly endowed the ſame; which atter thoſe 
unworthy Owners were diſplaced, came to be the poſſeſſions of 
the Brocks,a worthy race of moſt ancient Gentlemen, and now be- 
longs to Sir Richard Brook Knight, a man of much eſteem for many 
worthy vertues.

Upwar ds on our right hand, we ſee then Bradeley, the ſeat of the 
Gregg, Gentlemen well reſpected: And next, High Leigb, which I 
would think gave names to all the renowned races of that name in 
this County z but perhaps I ſhould be plunged in the evidences 
tor it,becaulc ſo many houſes,not in this County onely, but in ma- 
ny others, carry this name. But this is plain, that two diſtin 
Diſcents of the ſame name, have their ſeats in the ſame place, 
and there have continued in a long ſacceſſion of their Anceſtors,

e are here come to the principal Market Town in this Hun- 
dred, which they call Xzutsford, the name coming from Canutws, 
upon what occa ſion I find notʒ indeed a fine market, and pleaſant- 
ly ſcituate. That where the Market is kept, is calſed Nether Kautiſ- 
ſera; and the other part of the Town ſcituate Higher, which are 
—— a Brook which they call the Bicſia, calleq the higher 
town ; and ſomewhat remote from thence the Parochial Chap- 
pel, which is within Reſthorn Pariſh, And the neather town having 
alſo a Chappel in it for Divine Service, and a Ton- houſe, where 
the Juſtices and iſtrates of the Countrey keep their Seſſions, 
and other meetings of that nature.

From thence we go weſtward again, and take wich us the view 
of Toft a fair houſe and demain, a feat of another houſe of the Tei- 
ceſters,vhereof hath been a large race of Knights and Eſquires, the 
now Inheritor Ralph Leiceſter Eſquire. And not farre from this, 
Plumiei gh, a fair Lordſhip, anciently belonging to che great and 
worſhiptul houſe of Hofford: and ſo ſte over the ſtreet· toad 
again, we go by Pietmere, where Hugh Cocker Gentleman,hath a 
houſe: and ſo we are come to the ſight of that beautifull houſe of 
Arie; that doth, as it well may ſhew it ſelf to beholders a farre off, 
as a place worthy to be regarded. And the famous ſeat of war- 
burtons , which being come by ſuccciſion of many renowned 
Knights of great worth and eſtimation , to the now Owner Peter 
warterton of Arley Eſquire, a Gentleman not affecting the ſt ile and 
degree of a Knight, yet one who could never avoid that Dignity, 
Authority, and worth, which ever ha th been deſervedly thrown 
upon him for wiſdome and government, in his greateſt places 
wherein his experience brought him to great- maturity, and his 
wiſc and ſiagular moderation preſerved him to a long experience, 
continuing in an excellent conſtitut ion of body, even to a reverend 
Age, as though Nature her ſelf were loath the world ſhould be de- 
prived of ſuch an Ornament, the People of His Government, the 
Countrey of his Hoſpitality, the poor of his Relief, and that fa- 
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mous houſe of ſuch a pillar, bocauſe though there be ſuch a plen- 
titul iocteaſe of his own beautiful daughters, and of the numerous 
iſſues of many of them: yer there wants an heit · male of his body, 
which how he will ſupply, reſts in his own wiſdome to appoint, 
and is a matter that becomes not me to meddle in; the name of 
nurberton, though in it ſelf ancient, as raking beginning from the 
Town whereot he is ſtill Lord; and that from St. Arrburgbh, as Mr.

Here lay that famous Pool, a ſhallow, bur a 
broad water, heretoſore a great Nurſe for Fiſh and Fowl : But of 
late years,and in our remembrance dra ined dry, and made more 
profitable in a goodly Meddow for Hay; And true it is, that 
though this Pool, though not beginning here, as ſome Writers ſup- 
pole the head of that water of Hexer is fetched, which afterward 
ſoon grows to ſo great a name; and upon the Northweſt {ide of 
Kidley lies the Lordſhip of Pecferton, ſometimes belonging to the 
great name of the Cvrlets in Shroyſbire; but now to Sir Hagb Beſton. 
And herein is a fine ancicut {car ot one Branch of the Calvelies, and 
now poſſeſſed by my much reſpected triend Mr. Thomas Calteley,to 
whom I wiſh as great good, as a friend can to a friend. 

Now we ſee the Mother Church of all theſe Townſhips , and 
many more the Churches of Bunbury, the name derived from that 
Biſhop that was ſainted by the name of Boniface: (But which of 
them, 1 take not upon me to relate) ſnews, that the Church which 
was dedicated to that name, and ſtill gives name to the Townſhip 
and whole Pariſh, is of great ant iquity, the Church a fair one, and 
unto it not many years agone, was added to the South - ſide of the 
Chancel a very fine Chappel, by one of the Egertons, Knights of 
Kidley, which ſerves for a burial place to the Heir of that houſe: 
And hath ſome Monuments with Inſcriptions, in Tables of Braſſe, 
of ſome of that Family; in which Church, in the middle of the 
Chancel, is the Vaut where the Calteleyes are uſually buried under 
2 fair Monument, adorned with the Arms. 

Not far from the Church, we ſee the ruines of a Coll 7 
which was there founded by that famous Hugh Caluerley, or C 
Hand molt finely built and furniſhcd for the maintenance of ſixe 
Pric{ts,who had there their beginning, and ſuch employments, as 
the devotion of thoſe times required, which afterward was among 
other ſuch like foundations diflolved, and turned to better uſes. 
And the Rectory of the Pariſh being in Queen Elzzabeth of noble 
memory her hands, the ſame was purchaſed by that worthy Citi- 
zen of Landon, Thomas Alderſey Merchant-Taylor; and a Pariſhio- 
ner, born here of thoſe Alderſayes of Spurſiow,a little before mentio- 
ned; and the ſame by him beſtowed part amongſt his Kins folks 
& friends, but the greateſt part founded a Preachers place of 100. 
marks per annuum, to which he alſo added a fine houſe, which he 
built for that e, with a pretty parcel of Land unto it, and 20. 
Ji. per an num, for an Aſſiſtant to the Preacher, and to be a Curate 
there: and likewiſe built a new fair Free- School, and laid unto it 
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two convenient Dwollings, one tor a Scnoolmaſter with 20 J. per 4s. 
ſtipend, and one tor an Uther with 101: per 4#»wn tor ever. Ten 
pounds per annum, to the Poor there, beſides other charitable gifts 
co that Pariſh: All wbich,he ſaw actually effected and performed 
many years in his lite, and fully eſtab liſned by Act of Parliament 
beſore his death. And I may add, that his godly intendments hath 
been by the ſeveral perſons, enjoy ing thoſe places ſince he foun- 
ded chem, with fuch unceſſant pain, laborious diligence, and great 
leatning, endca voured to be ſully effected, as I think the Snaky 
tongue of the Fury Envy her ſelf cannot but ſpit forth the truth of 
it: and I know there be ſome that do and ſhall bleſſe God all the 
days of their life, that ever — . and heard the power of the 
— 5 — truth in that place; and it any do complain of 
the {mal Crop of that great Har veſt, and indefatigable pains there 
taken, let them impute it to the barrenneſle of the Soil, and want 
ol due care and attention in the Hearers, and not to the labours of 
the Workman, whoſe comforts I know lic ſtored up in the Con- 
ſcionable diſcharge of the duties enjoyned them.

In this Edge of the Forreſt ncar hereunto ſtands a little Church 
and Town, which in Relation of, great Briamorth, and no great 
thing it is, yet a Pariſh by it ſelt: in the ſame is a fair Mere, 
likewiſe as at grtat Butlworth, from whence begins a Brook, which 
it we follow but a little way, brings us to Darnall Graunge, once a

ten of ſome noble perſons, to whom they have given the Title of 
the Earls of Cheſter before the coming in of william the Norman, 
called the Conquerour ; Our late Writers, and tte moſt Judi- 
cious among them, though they dettact not from the fame ot thoſe 
Worthies which have been ſo ſtiled Earls, yet they give little 
apptobatiòns to the Reports of the ſaid Wrircrs touching that de- 
nomination of rhe Earldom of ( beſter; here is now the ſtraight I 
am in; Loach I am either injuriouſly to ſuppreſſe what the one 
ſort have delivered; or raſhly to diſſent from them that ha ve 
been moſt ſtudious for the truth: and if I may any way wind out of 
this Brake by the Courteſie of my Reader, I think it muſt be this. I 
will chicfly report ſome few. Remembrances which are made of 
four or five Earls before the Conqueſt : and then come to that 
ſettled and well known ſucceſſion of them ſince the 7 — Ica- 
ving every one 0 4 inform themſelves, as they find means. 
The firlt Earl of Cheſter we read of, is Edolf of Edo, whom both 
Ran, Ceſtrenſis, and Fabian in his Chronicle, do record to have 
been Earl here, though ſome call him Earl of ꝙloceſter, which 
he might be alſo;abour the year of out Lord, 471. and in the time 
of Vortigern his Government; and then when the ttcacherous con- 
tent ion fell our berwixt Vortigern and Hengiſt. 
But hear, how this Earl Edo/, in that ſudgain treachery of Hen- 
iſt againſt the Britains, upon a pretence of mecting for peace, be- 
aved himſelt, and with a Stake out of a Hedge, being otherwiſe 
unarmed, with main force and valour, ſle (fome ſay) 17, Other- 
ſome ſay, 70. of his armed enemies, and how afterward he took 
Hengiſt in a battel, brought him to Conningborough; and thete be- 
Tn him: Being things not fo pertinent to my purpoſe, I omit, 
and leave to be read in thote Hiſtories, | 
The ſecond Earl of Cheſter our Writers tearth him diverſly;ſome, 
by the name of Cunſon; and ſome Curſall; and others Surfalem, and 
he is ſaid to be one of the Knights of King Arthas round Table: 
This muſt be about Azno Dom. 616, For the credit of whoſe ſtory, 
I know many that wiſh not to hear a more authentique Author 
then Job» Hardings Chronicle; who thus Chap. the 78. vetificth:

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Very tew matters are ound to be recorded ot this Earl; yet 
John Stow affirmeth him to be one ſpeciall Gentleman at the Coro- 
nation of King Arthur; and ſo doth Galfrid the Monk of Aon- 
mouth, that Curſor or Surſalem, by which he alſo calls him, with ma- 
ny other Nobles, were {lain in the battel, when Arthur overcame 
Lucius the Romane Captain. , 

The third Earl we Ed mentioned, was Leofricus , who was 4 
great Statcs-man in this Kingdom, in the time of Cazutus, the no- 
ble King of the Daniſh Race; and by the Collection of Hollinſbe ad, 
this Leofricus bare great ſway, not onely in King Canuts's time, but 
afterwards was the onely man of power and greatueſſe, by whoſe 
help and furthcrance, Edward the Son of Egelred,was advanced to 
the Crown and chicfcſt Dignity : Of which Leofricus, we alſo read 
much in the Acts and Monuments Vol. 1.l:b.3.fol.215.and in Lan- 
guets Chron, Fol. 195. Part 3d. and in Polycron, Lib. 6. Cap. 2 2. and 
in Fabians Chron. Part 6, Chap. 210. and in Graftons Abridgmenr 
of Chronicles; who, in the life of Edward the Confe for, ſpeaks ſo 
much of the great power of this Leofricus, that he calls him Earl of 
Merzia,and of Cheſter ; and in one place, King of Cheſter, 

It will not be amiſſe to ſer you down the utes of Henry Bradſbaw, 
touching this Earl,becauſe therein is contained both his own and 
william Mamshuries teſtimony of him: Alſo, from the Birth of our 
bleſſed Saviour, One thouſand, fifty and ſeven years, expreſſe in the 
time of St. Edward, King and Confeſlour ; as william Aalmsbury 
beareth witneſſe; Then Leofricus, a man of great meekneſſe, was 
Earl of cheſter, Duke of Mercians, Son of Duke Leofwin, by linea ll 
deſcents: Thoſe Writers record many great charitable works of 
his, amongſt which his buildiug of St,yarburgh,and St. John, Chur- 
ches ig cheſter, ate not the leaſt, 

He founded the Abbey of Coventry ; and to the Church ther cof, 
at his death, they ſay he left an ineſtimable Treaſure of rich Jew- 
els, and Ornaments. 


The Story which Oey recotd, of obtaining the Franchiſcment for 
Coventry by the ſuir of Godiva, I rather hold it a pretty tale, then 
that it was Res geſta; for being ſo noble, and ſo wiſe a man, as by all 
othet his 2 is apparent that he was, it is not probable that 
either he would pe ot that noble Lady undergo, ſuch a need- 
leſſę, unprofitable,and undecent task, as to ride naked through the 
City, for obtaining that Freedom, which no doubt ſuch a vertuous 
Lady might obtain from ſo Princely a Governour, without an 
actual performance of ſuch an obedience, eſpecially to be done 
by his own wife, vhich bad been too much to have injoyned to his 
Captive or Ps To ſay nothing, that they differ in their Rela- 
tion, ſome ſay ing, that this Godwins was wife to Leofricus ; Others, 
that ſhe was wife to Leeſwinc, Father of Leofricus: which Leoſwize, 
alſo, was called Duke of Mercia, and was a moſt honourable per- 
ſon of great — and authority in his time.

not; but for this cauſe, they ſay, all Freedoms elſe were granted; 
but horſes z and they are not freed there unto this day. 

The fourth Earl of Cheſter,bctore the Conqueſt, is ſaid to be Al- 
garus and he was Son to the aforenamed Leofricus: to whom, as 
Fabian bath it, King Edward the Conſeſſour gave the Earldome of 
Harald, the Son of Godwin; and of this Algarus, the Reports ate 
variable, and divers, ſome writing of his noble and valiant Ex- 
ploits, ſome of his Combinations with Griſfeth, the Son of Luelln, 
a Prince of wales,and of great victories, that they together archic- 
ved againſt the Duke of Aercia, and others: Of him you may read 
in David Powel his Hiſtory of Cambria, about Pages 51, 97, and 9g. 
and in other Chronicles. = | 

As for rhe — — of one Jonas mentioned in a Chro- 
nicle made by a Sc er of St. Albans) or, one Othonel, whom 
others report to have been an Earl of cheſter before the — * 
neither is there agreements in the times, when they d be 
Earls, nor in any circumſtance of truth, to induce us to believe 
the ſame. I ſee not how I can give better ſatisfaction here- 
in, then referring my Reader to the words of that judicious and 
learned Gentleman Sir Jahn Peru, in his Second Part of Lacies No- 
bility, which becauſe it ſerves as well to ſne what may beſt be 
thought moſt probable touching the condition of theſe Earls, ſup- 
poſed to be of Cheſter before the Conqueſt 3 as alfo; for a good in- 
troduction to that, both beginning and ſucceſſion of the ſaid Earls 
aſter the Conqueſt, whereof tere can be no queſtion at all; and 
becauſe the Readers hereot ufually cannot read the ſame in the 
Author himſelf, I will borrow his own words to that purpofe. 

After the 7.Kingdoms of the Engliſh Saxons;(viz.)the Kingdom 
of Mercia, which of all the reſt was the reſt,” and the beſt, as 
well for the goodly Citizens, as likewiſe for the fruitfulneſſe of 
the Soyl, the —— of Northumberland, the dome of Eat 
Angles,of the Eaſt Saxons, of the South Saxons; of the Weft 
Saxont,wirh the Kingdom or Realm of Kem)were after many tem- 
peſts and troubles of Warre, reduced into one Monarchy by the 
mighty and warlike King Alfred, it _—_ to paſſe, that for the bet- 
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ter Government ot the People, not onely Ard, bur alto oriicr 
Kings ſucceeding,divided the whole Realm of Ezgland into ſeveral 
and particular Provinces and Juriſdictions, calling the ſame divi- 
ded Provinces in their Saxon {peech,$chires, becauſe they were as 
Shares or Sc&ions,ot the whole Kingdom; tie tearm, to the ſig- 
nification of the word, Schyran, which ſignifieth, to cut or divide. 
Thoſe Schyres, or Portions, vert called like wiſe by ſeveral names; 
and of them there were divers under the Goverament of John 


Earl; or Duke, who holding the ſame Countries in his obedience, 


as Vice-Roy, or Deputy to his.Sovcraigny did likewiſe appoint 
over every Shire, or particular Province, a Deputed Governour, ot 
Lieutenant, calling him a Sherreeve, or Alderman ; which Office, 
was in great honour and dignity in that time; amongſt whic h ſu- 
pream Governours, or Vice-Royes, the greateſt was the Earl ct 
Duke of Aercia, commonly called QAtarcb, limited with the River 
Humber, and Merzey, which gave name to the whole Region, and 
the Mountain of the Peat by North; on the Weſt, with the flouds 
of Dee and Sever: by Eaſt, with the great Ocean and Sourh-weſt, 
by the ſtreams of I ame and {fis : This great and large Region con- 
rained the Countries of Linculn, Nuttin gham, Cheſter, allop, Stafford, 
murceſter, G lonceſter, Oxford, Buct ingham, Hastford, Bedford, Hunting- 
ton, Northamptoa, Leiceſter, and marwict; and therefore over diele. 0 
large and great a Province, the Kings deſcending on the Saxoz 
L ine, ſubſt ituted ſuch a man, as excelled in wifdome and martiall 
proweſſe for a Governour or Regent, ſa luting him with the honou- 
rable name of the Earl of March: And. in this Region of March 
were ſucceſſively ſundry Gover nours, ſometimes called in ancient 
Records, Dukes and ſometime Earls of Marchlaxd, even from the 
year of Chriſt, 88 C untill the coming of Mniam, the Baſtard Duke 
of Normandy, in England. . 

The recitall of their names for brevity I omit, ſomic of the laſt 
onely I muſt ſpeak of, Edin by name, Earl of Marchtand,who 
Ruled there after the death of thoſe two famous Earls of March, 
cAlgarius the Son, and Leofricſ the Father, which ſucceeded Eaxi- 
cus the Traytor, juſtly guerdoned with the puniſhment of death 
by the hands of K nute the Paniſb King, . tor the difloyall and 
treacherous murrher of Edward Iron ſide his Lord and-Soveraign : 
but here ſome have delivered, being led. by the unskil ſulneſſe of 
ſome Writers, That Leefricus and Algarm his ſon were Earls of 
Chester; wherein they ha ve, no doubt, ſtrayed from the truth of 
tlie Hiſtory : for it is not tobe omitted, how within the Juriſ- 
diction of March-land were ſcituated of old, and continuing in a 
ruinous Scat untill this. days three moſt famous Citics, in that 
Age comparable with any in this Land, yca even with that of 
Londen, as tho Ruines and orher Antiquities. in them extant do 
yet maniſeſt no leſſe, namely Lincoln, Cheſter, ani Coventry; and 
thele three Cities were frequented commonly wich the Seat and 
abode of the Earl gr Duke of Atercia, for the time being; and 
now becauſe that Leofriew and Algarm made their chiefeſt dwel- 
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ling and itay at ( beſter, and in the County adjoyning, tor the de- 
light and ſweetneſſe of the ſoyl; certain unskilfull men have 
raſhly called them Earls of Cheer. 

Thus far he: which ꝓrobable and learned diſcourſe of this wor- 
thy Gentleman, is ſo far from-diſparaging the Reputation and 


worth of our Countrey, by making it an errour, to call thoſe fa- 
mous men Earls of cheſter, that it much advanceth pi 


tolleth the worth of the place „ to be one of the cliefeſt 
parts of that famous Province or Region of ' Marchl d 
where the greateſt of thoſe noble Commanders made choice, 
chicfly to have their Seats and Reſidence: And/Whence.it is plain, 
thoſe famous Princes Leofricus, and Algaru and others, ho were 
Earls of March, and yet had their habitation and reſidence in or 
near to Cheſter, and to the Precincts thereof, were therefore cal- 
— as well they might be, Earls of Cheſter, and of March

He firſt Earl of Cheſter then after the Conqueſt being 
Hugh Lugw, you may perceive in the —— deſcent, 

. that he was ſiſters ſon, and ſo Nephew to King Wiliam the 
faid Conquerour ; for Arlet the ſaid williams Mother at- 

ter the death of Duke · Robert her firſt husband, took to her ſecond 
Husband one Herlomin a Norman Gentleman, to whom ſhe bare 
a daughter named Emma,. who married Richard Eatl of Auran- 
ches in the Province of Canſtantine in Normanq, and theſe were Pa- 
rents to Hugh, who was called Lapm or Loupe: which young 
Nobleman came into this Kingdom of Ezgland with his Uncle 
william, and was ſo high in grace and favour with che ſaid Con- 
querour, not onely tor the near affinity of blood, but alſo for. his 
Experience, Widow, Valour, and Prowefllez that it pleaſed him 
to reward this his.

7) & 1 7 

By rhe Relation of all Wititers, this Earl was of meſt excellent 

7 Rule and Government both in War and ꝓeace, and b 
is Princely cartiage obtained great honour and dignity as well 

in the affairs of the Kingdom in generall, as alſo in the Goveru- 

ment of his own Province and Earldom:where he had power to 

create under him many Barons, whom he placed in ſeverall parts 


of —— ——— potions be- 
ſtowing upon them large and ſpecial priviledges; which Barons 


were of near imployment about him in matters of Councell and 
Attendances for all great ſervices: And becauſe we will not in- 
terrupt the Narration of this Succeſſion of che firſt ſeven Earls of

This Hugh Lupus lived in great honour and renown all the days 
of william the Conquerour, his Uncle; and of william Rufw his ſe- 
cond 
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cond Son, and ſome ycars ot Hezry the firſt, tie third Son; for he 
dyed not till the year 1102, which was about the third year of the 
Raign of the ſajd Henn the ſirſt: He performed great ſervices for 
the Conquerour all the time of his Raign,being imployed both at 
home and abroad; and in Rufus time, he was ſent to jubdue Ar- 
gleſey,and to ſuppreſſe the high and haughty ſtomacks of thewelch- 
men, which he did with great valour: He altered part of the Foun- 
dation of St. Ferbiergh Church in Chefter, about Anno 1093. and 
tutned the ſame into an Abbey, as ſhall be touched elſe-where. 

By his wife £rmgatrude, a Norman Lady, he had three Sonnes, 
whereof Richard the eldeſt ſucceeded in the Earldom: Ottewel,who, 
ſaith Hullingſbed, was Tutor; but, indeed, was Playfellow to the 
Children ot King Hen the firſt : and Robert, who was Abbot of 
St. Edmondsbury. This famous Earl governed in this Eafdom about 
40, yeats, as the moſt of our Writers do agree: ut by computa- 
tion I cannot find it to be above five or ſix and thitty ; Howbeit, 
thus Mr? Rogers helpeth well, if ſo be; he lived, as he faith,ro the 

hrh year of Henry the firſt, ;

Loath I am to omit the Coats of theſe noble Earls, being a thing 
ſo pertinent to the underſtanding of theſe Antiquities, that it 


would much adorn the Treatiſe, and give light to many Inferences, 
that Gentlemen have occaſion to obſerye, in detiving their own 
Coats in ſome ot theſe; bur I profeſſe niy ignorance in this 
noble skill, and I ant fo jealous of my elbe that I dare not 
take upon me the Blazons : but if Lonely ſer down the Coats, as 1 
find them, and may be excuſed from any other venture, upon the 
teatms of art requiſit in that kind, 1 hope I may be —— — 
with ſuch 2 Readers, as can make uſe by their on $Ki 
and knowledge of whatſoever 1 leave defe&ive in that behalf.

His noble Earl Hagb, left his Son and Heir Richard, then an 

Infant of ſeven years of age, entituled then to his Earldome 
ol cheſter, and married to Matilda, Daughter to Stephen Earl 
of Blois, as Braaſham colle&crh, and therein molt of che Hiſtorics do 
agree. And this Matiilde was Necceto King Mer the firſt ; by 
reaſon whereof', the ſaid King took into bis tuirion and cuſtody 
the {aid young Earl: From whence, they ſay, this of a Cuſtome 
grew to be a Law,that young Heirs in their Nonage, became Pu- 
pils, or Wards unto the King: a very tender care had this Kin 
over this Ptincely Child, and brought him up in the company 
his own children, with whom he ſent him intoNormarndy,and with 
them there provided the moſt Princely and beſt education for 
them; inſomuch,as growing towards mans eſtate, he ſhewed forth 
all towardlineſſe and reſemblance of his noble Father, and gave 
ſingular hopes of his vertuous and valorous diſpoſitionzif God had 
lent him lite - but it fell our ſo, that King Hezry having had great 
and good ſucceſſe in his Wars in Fraxce, and diſpatched his af- 
fairs thereto his great cantentment,came home intoErgland to ſo- 
Jace himſelf; and for the furtherance of his joy and rejoycing, be 
{ent into Normandy for his children, william Duke of N. L 
and Raben his Brother and Mary their Siſter, Counteſſe of Pearch; 
together with this noble young Earl Richard, and Matilda his wife, 
and Ottenei his Brother, 2 accompanied with the 
Arch-Deacon of Hereford,and with many honourable and worthy 
Attendants, took ſhip at Herflew , where it pleaſed God, their 
journey beiug intended for as much mirth and jollity, as could be 
imagined, to turn the ſame into as lamentable a Tragedy, as can 
almoſt be read of in any age: For little heed or care. taken 
in the carriage of their Marriners and Say lors, ho were to guide 
the ſhip;butas in ſuch caſes it oft falls out, every one left to their 
own diſtemper, they fell to ſuch ae 2 u rs 
drunk, chat into the Sea, i up upon a Rock, 
and fo = ay ob this — — 5 — —5 of them 
eſcaping, nor one perſon in the ſhip, being to the number of 120, 
or, as ſome have it, i 60 except one Butcher, that catching hold 
upon a broken Maſt, ſwam unto the Land: this happened in Anno, 
1120. 

And thus periſhed this hopefull young Earl Richard, and his 
Brother Ottemel, & having then left his Brother Robert, who was en- 
tred into Orders, and made Abbot of St, Edmondsbury, as was ſaid, 
was by that means become uncapable of this Princely Earldome: 
the ſame was therefore transferred to the Son of Margaret his Ant, 
the Siſter of william Lupus, having married John Bobhune, by —

Frer this untimely Deceaſe of the aforc-mentioned Earl 
Richard, ho left no Iſſue, the ſaid Earldom fell ro Kanulf, 
the ſonne of John Bohune, a Noble- man of Normandy, 
co whom the Conquerour had for his good ſervice gi- 
ven the Town of Carlile, and had likewiſe made him Earl of Cam- 
berland: He married Margaret, the Siſter of Hugh Lupus, by whom 
he had Iſſue this Ranulph, and they both bear the ſirname of Mece- 
aw,corruptly called Meſchines.This Ranwlph, as Cozen and Heir to 
Richard,was advanced now to this great Earldome, being the third 
Earl after the Conqueſt ; and it is worthy to be memorably recor- 
ded,that the noble Earl did fo highly eſteem this honour of his 
riſing ro this 1 * he did relinquiſh the ¶vat- Armour of his 
own Father, 7% Earl of Cumberland, and did aſſume the three 
Wheat-ſheaves,Or, in a Ficld-Azure : By occaſion of which ex- 
change ot his Cvat- Armour, ſome Writers have erroneouſly colle- 
cted, as may be found in Ralph Hollingſbead,his laſt Volume, . R. 
that he exchanged the Earldome of Cumberland for this: But this 


Errour is learnedly diſcovered, in that part of the Lacies Nobility, 


by Sir Joha Pera, formerly mentioned; and it ſeems, that his choice

ways and means to deprive his ſaid Brother Richard of his Crown 
and Kingdome : this valiant Ear], then in duty and loyalty to his 
Soveraign Richard, then withſtood the attempts of Earl Jahn, and 
maintained war againſt him; and with the help of ſome others of 
the Nobility, who were led by his example, they prevailed againſt 
him, winning from his poſſeſſions many ſtrong Holds and Caſtles, 
eſpecially the goodly Caſtle of Nottingham, and ſo diſappointed 
him of his purpoſe, and brought all thoſe places into the obe- 
dience of Richard their Liege King, and Sovcgaign. King Richard, 
deceaſing afterwards without Iſſue, much trouble there was in 
the kingdome by the violent and tutbulent courſes of King Job», 
who ſtirred up _ himſelf many enemies within the Land, and 
theſe exccedingly animated and heartned by the practices of 
Lewis Son to the French King, who took advantage by che diſcon- 
tentment of the Engliſb with their King, and fought by many 
means to adde fewel to that flame that mighe ha ve devoured him 
but then did the true Chriſtian Fortitude, and Magnani - 
mous valour of this Earl, ſhew it ſelf in taking part with i 
John, now being bis lawſul Soveraign, to whom formerly in his 
unjuſt courſes, he had been ſo ſharp an enemy; and although he 
wiſhed Reformation in many — that were amiſſe in the Com- 
mon- wealth, yet would never drawn to take part with the 
French- men, or be fonnd an Overſeer to his King; And when the 
ſaid King John, in the midſt of all his troubles, and before ho had 


ſietled the ſtate of his k ingdome free from the Ruines and Deſola- 


tions which his inſolent and ſeditious Subjects confedetate with 
the French, had brought it into, departed this life, leaving his Son 
Henry the Third, a child of ſcarce ten years old, to be King; and, 

tly, increaſed the hopes of Leni to make a Conqueſt 
here ayet did not this noble Earl Zanuiph ſhe w leſſe true Chriſti 
y,and untainted faithfulneſſe to his Soveraign, but took u 
on himſelf chictly the defence of the young King; and being affi- 
ſted by the brave Martial Earl of — and other his noble 
Allies encountered the ſaid Lewiry and his Confederates, in many 
ſbarp Conflids, and eſpecially inthe memorable Bartel at Lincoln, 
where he flew and pur to flight the chieſeſt part of the French and

the ewo famous Caſtles of Chartley in Stafforaſbire, now in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Heirs of Devoreux , thoſe honourable: and: famoys 
Earls of E fſex : The other of Becſton, now annexed to the Houle and 
Family ot the ſame ſtrein, the Beeſtors of Beeſton,of great worſhip,of 
whom we have formerly ſpoken. He founded allo the Abbey of 
De-la-Croſs ; towards which he raiſed a Toll throughout his Coun- 
tries, and JuriſdiAions, and was a great BeuefſaQos to the Proſeſſors 
of Religion, according to thoſe times, being of himſelf very devour; 
as appeared at a perilous ſtorm and tempeſt at Sea, as he failed 
homgwargs out of Syria, where no danger could dant his courage; 
but hceattaing and encouraging bis Saylors in the dark night, with 
chearful words, and his own hang-Jabour, to play the men till 
Mid- night, ſay ing, Then we ſball be ſafe; which ſo came to paſſe in- 
deed: and whereupon he ſaid, Now 1 perſwade my ſelf, that the Monks 
did, indeed; ariſe at Midnight; according to their Inſtitutions, to joynin 
their prayers for us,which, together with our true endeavour, hath through 
Gods mercy freed us from this danger, | 
He was a famous Defender of the Liberties and Freedoms of

the ſuppreſſing and puniſhing of Hubert, a chief Jultice of Eng- 
land,who had — King Hen to be ſtrict, and carry a heavie 
hand towards his people, touching their Priviledges and Charters, 
formerly eſtabliſhed , and he ſtoutly denied in Parliament the 
Tenths, which the King wotild have granted by the people for the

Et it be thought no diſordet in my intended method, now 
next after theſe Succeſſions of Earls and Biſhops, to place 
the tem porall Government, eſpecially of the City, that 
like as it fell out in our former deſctiprion, that I fell u 
on the City in the proper place according to the Scituation, fo 
in the order of time I may now fall upon that Government of the 
chief part of this famous County Palatine, as did moſt immedi- 
ately ſucceed in the Rule thereof; and alſo of this the noble and 
famous Seat of the forementioned princely petſons, and moſt ho- 
nourable Eatls, who here ſettled ſuch a - tn and ſubſtantiall Go- 
vernment, as for the antiquity, order, and ſcemly port thereof, 
gives place to few Cities elſewhere: And ſure I am; it fat ex- 
ceeds many of thoſe that make great boaſt of their dignity. 
For an Introduction to that Government that ſucceeded here 
after the time of thoſe ſeven famous Earls, it will not be amiſſe 
to turn a little back to fpeak of that great Office, that which we 
touched before, that was Conſtable of Chefter, who had grear 
wer and authority in Juriſdi&ion thercof ; for as the King our 

overaign Commander over the whole Kingdom had one princi- 
pall Officer under him, who was called Conſtable of England; fo 
the Earl who had his Jura Regalia, as it were within the precinct, 
had alſo a Conſtable under him, who was an Officer of great ac- 
compt, and therefore ſome der ive the word from two Engliſh 
words, Coning or Cing, and Staple, which together do fignific the 

Kings ſtay, or the Kings ſtrength, becauſe this Officer had alwaics 
the chic Nb of the Kings Forces and Martiall affairs both at 
home and abroad. 

And here for the honout of 6ut Countrey, let me a little farther 
upon this fit opportunity, proceed in rchcarſall of that famous ſuc- 
ceſſion and deſcent of thoſe that were Conſtables of cheſter from 
the firſt making it a County- Palatine by viiam the Conquerour:

a ſon named Roger, who after his Bathers deceaſe was the Con- 

ſtable of Cbeſter; this Richard in affect ion to his Wife, and for 
the great reſpect he had of that name of La, did aſſume the 
ſame name of Lac to himſclf and his poſſerity, and his ſaid Son 

was called Roger Lacy; and after the deceaſe of Robert Lacy atorc- 
mentioned Lord of Pomfra#, who dyed without Iſſue, he enjoyed 
all his poſſeſſions in the right of his faid Wife, fiſter and heir un- 

to him Roger Lacie, ſon of the ſaid Richard and Allreda mentioned 
in ancient Records to be Conſtable of Cheſter, when Richard the 

firſt took his Joutney into Syria 3 he alſo continued Conſtable of 
Cheſter in the Reign of Ki John, he was a valiant and diſcreet 
man, and did ſervice to his Xing and Countrey in an ambaſlage 
into Scotland; he dyed in the Reign of King Jahn, leaving behind 
him a ſon named john Lacie, who alſo after him was Conſtable of 
Cheſter. This Joh took part with other Noblemen and Barons of 
this Kingdom againſt Ring Job», when the ſaid) King laid horri- 
ble and intolerable butthens upon the e; and aftcr the ta- 
king of Landon, and when the King had condeſcended to the Ba- 

rons to cettain Articles which — this Jobs Con- 

ſtable of Cheſter, for his wiſdom and great diſcretion, was elected 

one of the 2 5j Perſons to be the Overſeers for the ſtrict obfervation

He hadtwo Vives; one named Alice daughtet to Gilbert Aquila, 
by whom he had no Iſſue; the other a vety honourable Lady, 
named Margaret, daughter and co-heir to Robert Quiney Earl of 
Lincoly, and in her right had at her marriage poſſeſſion of the 
Moity of her Fathers dignities and poſſeſſions, and afrerwards in

Steward of Cheſter; and afterwards the Eatldome 
being come into the Kings hands, in the time of Xing Henum the 
third, he began to appolnr's Juſtice of Cheſter, one learned in the 
Lawes, to govern the people, and order their affairs a ing to 
Law and ſuſtice; the City at that time having had man 
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s given them by the ſaid Earls iv their times; yer no doubt 
bur matters Military, and Law-Cauſes were under the Govern- 
ment of thoſe great Officers in the, whole County and City toge- 
ther, untill ſucn time as in the Czty a ſeitled Maiorality was pla- 
ced, which for a good number of years after the Maiors began: 
and therefore the very orden oſ the times and government gives 
us occaſion tu touch here æhe ſucerſſion of ſuch as we find to ha ve 
born that title in their diſtinct duncs, as they ſhall fall out in the 
Table of the Maiors peculiar uncl to the City, which will not be 
to interrupt one thing with another, but to follow the true ſc»

And herein I can never ſufficiently and with due praiſe extoll 
the Induſtry and care of a late Worthy Citizen and Alderman, 
and twice Maior of this City, Mr. william Alderſey, Merchant, who 
deceaſed in Ofob, 1617, who as amongſt all othet the commenda- 
ble pains he took for the. — all the Rights and pro- 
fits Of this City, fo did he continually labour to rectiſie the an-

Auguſt, Anno 1617, Our City was graced with the Royall 
preſence of our Soveraign King James, who being attended with 
many honourable Earls, reverend Biſhops, and worthy Knights, 
and Courtiers, beſides all the Gentry of the Shire, rode in ſtate 
through the City the 23 of Auguſt, being met with the Sheriffs, 
Peers, and Common-Councellof the City, every one with his 
toot- cloth well mounted on horſeback. All the Train Souldicrs 
of the City ſtanding in order without the Eaſt- gate, and every 
Company with their Enſigns in ſeemly ſort, did keep their ſeveral 
ſtations on both ſides of the Eaſt-Gare ſtrcet. The Maior and all 
the Aldermen rook their places on a Scaffold, railed and hung 
about with green : And there, in moſt grave and feemly manner, 
they attended the coming of his Auajeſtie. At which time, after a 
Learned Speech delivered by the Recorder, the Maior preſented 
to the King a fair ſtandin Cups with a cover, double gilt, and 
therein an hundred Jacolias ot gold; and likewiſe the Maior de- 
livered the Cities Sword to the King, who 2 it to the Maior 
again. And the ſame was born before the King by the Maior, 
being on horſeback. And the Sword of Eſtate was born by the 
Right Honourable lliam Earl of Derhh, chief Chamberlain of 
the County Palatine of Cheſter. 

The King rode firſt to the Minſter; where he alighted from his 
horſe, and in the Welt Ile of the Munſter he heard an Oration de- 
livercd in Latine by a Scholler of the Free- School; after the (aid 
Oration he went into the Quire; And there in a Seat, made for 
the King in the higher end of the Quire, he heard an Antheme 
ſung : And after certain Prayers, the King went from thence to 
the Pentice, where a ſumptuous Banquet was prepared at the 
Cities coſt ; which being ended, the King departed to the ale- 
Royall ; And at his departure the order of Koighthood Was offered 
to Mr, Maior, but he refuſcd the ſame.

His Chapter I ſhall divide into four Parts ot 
Sections ; the firſt whereof, ſhall relate the 
names of thoſe Brittazns that inhabited theſe

1. The names of the ancient Inhabitants were, the Cornavii, 
Devani;Cangi : Concerning the Cornavii, let us hear Prolomy in his 
COIN Chap. 3. who, having treated of the Ordevices, 
the ſtout Inhabitants of North-wales, proceeds thus: Tires g Aarau: 
idTeegt Koval, & ols abrgs Afjura. . » & Y Ale K vixnpbes-. Thar is, 
The Cor-auii lye Eaſt of theſe, whoſe Cities arc Devanazand [there 
in Garriſon] the z oth. Legion [called] the Conquerour.Thele peo- 

le inhabitcd alſo the Neighbouring Counties, South - and South- 
Eaſt of Cheſhire, This 2th. Legion was raiſed by Auguſt Cefar 
as Dion Caſtus relates in his 55th. book of the Roman Hiſtory, They 
were placed firſt of all in G alia Belgica, (now Lom- Germam) and 
from thence,by the command of the Emperour Claudius tram ported 
into Britain, under the Conduct of Aulus Plautius, in the vulgar 
year of Chriſt, 43. whom the —_— himſelf followed the ys

They 
continued in this ſtation, when AA. Aurel. Alexander was Emperour, 
An. Chriſti 223, and alſo when Conſtantine the Great had newly 
builtconſtantinople, & contriveg ch Bakr pt ion of both the Eaſt &. 
Weſtern Empires. We read of this Legion ſtil remainingin its old 
ſcituation, in the cenſual Book of the wo Fry the vulgar ycar of 
Chriſt, 3 30. Butt #ftubrtere laying at ſtreſſe vn the ſervice of his 
Countreymen, tranſported a great Army out of Britain; & whether 
or no all or any of this Legion, we have not yet certainly leamed. 
Others alſo tranſlated many Forces out of this Province into for- 
rein Countries. Some very early, as Veſpaſian, who had 20000. Bxit- 
tains under his command at the ſacking of Jeruſalem; às Richard 
Broughton: in his Eecleſ. Hiſt. p. 166. Edit. at Domu, out of a Jewiſh 
Author. Others, alſo, in after-ages, as Clodius Allinu, and the Cap- 
t ins under I heodoſius, & Honorius, tranſlated _ forces out of this 
Province; into forein Countries. But laſt of all in the declenſion 
of the Empire, unhappy Valentinian the zd. carryed away all the 
way Forces then in atms, about the time of iu, his ſecond 
Conſulſnip, being thenPrefident of Gallia, in the year ofchriſt, 437. 
So that moſt probably long before , but moſt certainly at this 
rime, all theſe valiant Soufdiers of the Garriſon of Cheſter were ut- 
terly gone, and the place inhabited and defended by the Brittains 
themſelves, ſo long as they could hold up againſt their potent In- 
vaders in ſucceeding Ages. Now, beſides the teſtimony of very 
ancientAurhors;for this 2oth. Legions quarters, in the Marches of 
wales, and particularly in this City; the Roman Coins, and Inſcri- 
ptions on Stone, and Brittiſb Bricks, do abundantly teſtifie, I ſup- 
poſe alſo, that ſome ſmall Parties might lye in other Towns, as 
particularly at Caerhean, i. e. the old Town, and the true Conovium of 
the Romazs,in the County of Carnarvon, where I have ſeen Bricks 
of a foot and half ſquare, with this Inſcription, L EQ. XX. V.

For the antiquity of this City , that it was extant hefore the 
Roman Congueſ, let the Admirers of honeſt Geffry of Monmouth, of 
Ralph Higden, and Henry Bradſliam, pleaſe their warm Conccits,and 
wreſtle with the Memory of ſturdy Gyants, on condition they will 
but ſuffer others to boaſt of its Foundation by the noble Romans: 
The preciſe time its hard to fix: But it you will hearken to Le- 
land, in his Commentary on his Cantio gun; and learned Selden 
in his Notes on the Tenth Song of Draytons Pololbion, ſpeak ing 
through onequill ; they will tell you, that it ſprang from the rents 
of the Reman Legions, in the times of Vrſpaſian (after Emperour) 
when he came over with Claudius into Brittarn , and performed 
moſt noble Exploits in this Iland, and was Leader of the 20th, Le- 
gion out of Low-Germany,by the favour of Narci ſius, who had ob- 
tained this Conduct for him oſclaudius. This fell out in the year be- 
fore - mentionedzas by comparing Dion Caſsius, Tacitus, and Suetonius 
together, may more amply appear: So that from what I ſpake be- 
fore concerning this Legions encam ping, it we ſhould date the Epo- 
cha of Cheſters Nativity at the vulgar year of Chriſt,61. it wants at 
this time but five years of being a 1000, years old, which I think 
is a gallant age, eſpecially ſceing ſhe breaks but little, and holds 
her Complexion ſo bravely. The unhappy burning of Foregate- 
ſtreet in the late uncivil Wars, and the ſhallowneſle of the Rivers 
Channel, threatning the conſumption of her radicall moiſture, 
have plowed her beautifull Fore- head with a few preſaging wrin- 
kles of Mortality. | 

The Romans reſidence in great numbers and plenty, their arched 
Vaults, and ſweating houſes, their Urns,, Coins, teſlellated Pave- 
ments, do abundantly witneſſe. I have heard it from a Schollar, 
reſiding in the City, when I was there, Auno 1653. that there was

But I leave that in Bru, The Impreſſe upon the reverle of Sep- 
temias Geta his Goyn declares it without dilpute, a Roman Colony, 
and one of the four in Brittain. o OL.

X. YViarix,mentioned by the Learned Cambden, I ha ve read alſo, 
of an ancient Brittiſb Inſcription, wherein Colonia Vifiricenſis ſecmes 
to impott, that it was coloniz d by the z 0th. Legion. 

All that I ſhall adde more is, the various Opinions of ſeverall 
Authors,concctning its Latitude and Longitude : I wonder little 
at their variety, when as the Longitudes are poſſibly reckoned 
from different Mctidians, and the aa performed by weak 
Artiſts, and taken by the Authors upon truſt.

Of the Barons Spirituall. 


Here were alſo in the Earls Parliament, or Council, held at 
bis Caftle in cheſter, ſeveral Barons Spiritual, who were to aſ- 
tit in all matters concerning the Laws of God, and of Holy 
Chuten. Tne exact number is not certain neither; but it's very 
probable there we re no fewer then the Temporal, in point of po- 
licy; and, cut after the ſeveral — were founded, that the 
Avorsof each Monaſtery had their Seſſion in this Council, is to be 
ceemed very ptoper, ſceing, even in the grand Councel of the Na- 
tion, there wete no leſſe then 64. Abbots, and 36. Priors ſummoned 
to Parliament, in the 49th, year of King Hen. the 3d, and at laſt, 
when theit number was not fluctuati g, 26. mitred Abbots voted 
among the Birons of the Land.

The Scas afford no plenty of Fiſh, 
or rather the People — many of them uſe the Sea fot that 
purpoſc)know not how to take them, but of Herrings onely,which 
come upon the Coaſt towards the end of Azxguft in ſhoals, and 
continue there in their paſſage the ſpace of a moneth , or there-

- .OfFowl,this Illand hath plenty, and great variety, eſyecially in 
the tle of ASA where 2 4 a Gon of Sca-Fowl, alle of. 
fes, Of a very unctuous Conſtitution, which breed in the Coney- 
holes,(the Conies leaving the ir Burrows for that time) are never 
ſecn with their Young, but either very carly in the morning, or 
late in the evening; nouriſhing (as is conceived xheir Young with 
Oyl; which drawn from their own Conttitudion, is dropped into 
their mouths.z for that, being opened, t ere is found in their Crops 
no other ſuſtenance but a ſingle Sorrel- leaf, which the Old give 
their Young, for digeſtions lake, as is conjectur d: the fleſh of 
theſe Birds is nothing pleaſant, freſh, becauſe of their rank and

Here are ſome Ayries of mettled Faulcous, that build in the Rocks, 
great ſtore of Conies, Red-Deer; and in tte Summer time, there 
Aatrrive here out of Irelaud, and the Weſtern parts of Scotland, many 
of thoſe ſmall Hawks, called Merly-s. 


It is apparent, though it be now deſtitute of Wood, it hath had 
great plenty; witneſſe tle Oaks digged up often from under 
ground ; and the certainty that it would yet grow chere, if plans

St. Patrick's Ile in the Church of St. Germane, the Cathedrall 
Church of this Iſle, which he began to build: And this Iſle and 
the reſt came in, under the ſubject ion of the Scots in the year 1266, 
Scotland then wanting Archbiſhops, the Biſhop did receive confir- 
mation and conſecration in Norway. 


In the year 1348, william Ru ell a Native, and Abbot of St.

In our Times, there have ſate two Biſhops very eminent for 
Piety and Learaing 5 Tue firſt was Dr. Philips, a Native of wales; Br. Philips 
educated in Oxſord, who out of zeal to the propagating of the Biſhop. 
Guipel, attained the Marks Tongue, and did not onely preach 
in it, but tranſlated the Bible into it, (as before hath re- 
membred) which by his death never came to the Preſſe; ſo that 
the Miniſters tead the Scriptures to the people in the Marks, out 
ot the Engliſh: The other was Dr. Parr, a Lancaſhire man, ſome- Dr. Part 
time Fellow of Braſen-noſe Colledge in Oxford, who whileſt he Biſhop. 
continued in the Univerſity, was very paintull ro my own Know- 
ledge, being my ſelf of the ſame Colledge, in reading the Arts 
to young Schollers; and afterwards having cure of Souls, no leſſe 
induſtrious in the Miniſtry. 

And here it may be obſerved, that after this Ifle came to be 
poſſeſſed by the Engliſh, this Biſhoprick was divided into two: 
the one of this place, no retained ſtill his name of Biſpop of Au 
or Sodey , the other of the Ifles, whoſe feat was in Jona or St. Co- 
lumb's Iſle; this, belonging to the See of Tort; the other, to that of 
Glaſcow, 

Toe Biſhops in our time have heen eleſted by the Lords of the Biſhops made 
tle, without whole confirmation the Leaſes made by the Biſhops 6y the Loras, 
were not valid in Law; they were in the quality of their chiefeſt Bibops Bas 
Barons z the Biſhops otdering matters Eccleſiaſticall with the ſhop N 
ſuffrage of the Archdeacon — Vicar-GeneraP; for the ſubſtance Man 
in ſuch manner as hath been uſed in gland.

His Ifland (as before is ſaid) being firſt of all inhabited by 

the ancient Scots; that is to ſay, by the riſh or Highlanders 

of Scotland; fo doubtleſſe had they Governours of their own 
Nation, of whom I find mention to be made onely of Two, 

Firſt of one Mananan Mac Bar a Pagan and Wecromancer, who 
by raiſing of ſtorms and miſts, is ſaid to ſecure himſelf in that Go- 
vernment from forrain invaſion z or rather by the natural ſitua- 
tion of the place, ſubje& to ſtorms and miſts; who rook of the 
people no other acknowledgment for their land, but the bearin 
of Ruſhes to certain places call'd warefield, and Mame, on Mi 
ſummer even. | 

The other was named Birle, of whom beſides his name, I find 
nothing recorded, — 

This Iſland hath alſo ſometime belong d to Brittain. It is not 
extant in any Hiſtory that I have met with, that this Iſland was 
ever under the Juriſdiction of the Romans; for by Mona in Ceſar 
and Tacitus, is to be underſtood Angleſey; but that it was under 
the awe (Which, as their fame, was diffuſed every where) of their 
Empire, no queſtion is to be made; eſpecially ſince it lay even 
within the proſpect of Brittain; yet by the #rns there found, the 
contrary would ſeem to be apparent ; ſome encloſed in Coſſins

wa yes in the earth: Inis Countrey was poſſeſſed (as — 
will appear) by the · Norwegians; whoſe rite of Buria'l was in 
ancient time (as all the Northern people in that Tract, if eminent 
perſons) to burn clic bodies of tir dead; and to preſerve with- 
in the carth in veſſels of glaſſe, earth or ſtone their aſhes; and, 
tis was introduc'd or eftabliſh'd by a Law, by Othinus their King, 
and continued among them and tie Swedes longer then with the

Mer - 
chants, the full benefit of the commodiry brought in; Which 
other wiſe ſome privute man of me Countty might, and would 
have taken for his own profit : And this is an eſpeciall beneſit 
for the enriching of the people, and for the generall good. 
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CHAP. vI. 
Of the Strength of the Iſland. 


His Ifland is ſecured mightily by ftature; not onely in 

that it is an Iland; but allo for tat iris ſituated in a very 

ſterous Sea, encompaſſed on all ſides with high Cliffs 

of ſtone, or precipices of Sand, ſaving on the North part 

about the Point of «Are ; where the ſhoar is low and beachie, ſo 

chat Ships in fair wearher may ride near the Land, in all other 

parts of the Coaſt, by reaſon of the rocks that lye far into the Seaz 

there is no coming near the ſhoar with ſatcty, nor entring their 

Roads or Harbours without a Pilot; nor Anchoring in their Roads 
unleſſe the ſame be a Lee- ſnore. 

The Bodies of the Inhabitants ate made uſe of for its defence; 
for every Pariſh hath a Captain, under whom are liſted diſciplin'd 
and arm'd, ſuch as are meet forthe War, of whom they have 
about 1 500 ready upon occaſion z and in caſe of neceſſity, believe 
they might Arm 5. or 6000, Men. 

It is fortified with a Caſtle at Ruſben, the ſtrongeſt pile of ſtone 
that I have ſcen ; pleaſantly ſituated, rather then uſefully, in a flat 
Country, a Rivolet running beneath it; but this Caſtle ſtandeth 
at ſuch a diſtance from the ſhallow and rocky Harbour of Ruſhez, 
that it is of no conſequence to hinder the landing of an enemy 
there 3 which conſidered, the late E. of Der itcd a Fort hard 
by at Lengquet-Pointsfor the ſecuring of that Harbour and Rainſway, 
Tradition faith, this Caſtle of Ruſben was built by the Normegians; 
this I read of it, That Magnus the laſt K. of Aan of that Race dy- 
ed there in the yeat 1265, and before that I find no mention of 
it. 

Alſo with Peel- Caſtle ſituated in St. Patrick's Iſle, impregnable 
towards the Sea; yet, though ſeared in an Ifland, the Sea forſakes 
it, at low water, and from a Hill near it, they may be in ſuch ſort

It were to be wiſhed, that ſome Fortification were made about 
the Point of Ayre ; which the E. of Derly in the time of the late 
Troubles did 1 but now neglected and ruin d: when al- 
ſo he made a Fort in the middeſt of the Iſland, generally held to 
be of no conſequence; he alledging it tobe he better cotreſ pon- 
— wich the other plages of ſtrength in times of ſervice; and pro- 
bably he might ba ve in bis eye che awing of the Natives, which 
in the condition he then ſtood in, he might have ſome cauſe to
